Turquoise Mines of New 
Mexico. 
hb.uiKO tlio ambulance within a 
mile of tho mines, we toiled wearily 
along the mountains, well named the 
Kooky. 
Their surface is strewu with 
fragments, broken as if chipped with 
hammers —a ragged pavement, which 
bruised our feet, tore our shoes and 
wore oat our patience; aud when at 
last we reached the first mine, we 
thought it but a continuation of Los 
Cerillo*. 
The most ancient is much the 
largest, and to this we directed our 
su ps. 
Under the dizzy crags which 
overhang it is a sheltered recess, black­ 
ened with smoke aud bedded with 
ashes made by camp-fires of Indians, 
w ho still frequent the spot, rn search 
of the precious chalchuite. 
\\ ith diffi­ 
culty* we reached this cave, and, lean­ 
ing over tile edge, looked down and 
saw. not a narrow, black shaft, but half 
a mountain cut away*. 
Undoubtedly*, 
the mineral lay here which, through 
countless generations, 
furnished the 
Indian Kings with their most valued 
ornaments. 
The yawning pit is two 
hundred feet deep aud more tlian three 
hundred in diameter. 
Probably* the 
work of aborigines before Ile Soto's 
requiem mingled with the voice of the 
rushing waters of 
his burial-place; 
when Columbus had seen the New 
World only in that vision of the night, 
where the unknown voice whispered: 
“ Cod will cause thy name to be won­ 
derfully resounded through the earth, 
and will give thee the key*s of the gates 
of the Ocean, which are closed with 
strong chains.” 
On the walls of the 
great excavation Nature has gently, 
patiently done what 
she 
could to 
smooth the rugged crags, and has 
thrown out of their fissures a scant 
;row*th of shrubs aud trailed a scarlet 
dossorn here and there on a threadlike 
stem. 
At the bottom, 
on 
stones 
crumbling with age, stained anil weath­ 
er-worn, are dwarf pines, the growth 
of centuries. 
In this close amphithea­ 
ter there is no breeze to stir their tops, 
and their motionless foliage, with its 
somber shadows, adds to the ever-pres­ 
ent mouutain-gloom. 
Thousands of tons of rock have been 
crushed from the solid mass, andthrow*n 
up in 
mountain 
and dry, gray mosses. 
On a few frag­ 
ments v e noticed the turquoise stain — 
“ indication” of valuable mineral. When 
we consider that all this digging, hew­ 
ing: and hacking w*ere done by hand-

la.»or alone, without knowledge of do­ 
mestic animals, iron or gunpowder, the 
debris carried away in sacks of skins, 
the 
enormity of the 
work is 
the 
more impressive. 
The tradition is tiiat 
the chalchuite mines, through immemo­ 
rial ages known to the primitive race, 
were jHissessed bv the Spaniards in the 
sixteenth 
century. 
Indian 
slaves 
then wTorked them, under the lash of 
the conqueror, until 1GS0, when, by ac­ 
cident , a portion of the rock from which 
we had our first view fell, and killed 
thirty Pueblos. 
The Spaniards imme­ 
diately made a requisition on the tow n 
of San Marcos for 
more natives to 
take their places; when, with a general 
uprising, they drove the hated oppress­ 
or from tho country as far south as El 
Paso del Norte. 
I give the tale for 
what it is worth. 
Mining atmospheres 
are the favorite haunts of fable, aud a 
spice of truth is enough to 
Ilavor 
whole volumes of stories, ('harming but 
delusive. 
An airy legend hovers about 
Santa Fe tiiat two stones from “ La 
Canada de his Minds” —“(ilenof Mines” 
—are still among the crown jew’eis of 
Arragon. 
Hut chalchuites were value­ 
less after being once submitted to the 
jewelers of Spain; and the sparkling 
story*, like many another told by the 
eamp-lire, loses its original brightness 
when removed to the searching light of 
the student's lamp. 
Careful analysis shows the constitu­ 
ents of the chalchuites are nearly* the 
same as those of the Persian turquoises, 
and their formation the result of infil­ 
tration. 
Sometimes they are washed 
up by* heavy rains; but usually are dis­ 
covered by digging in the sandstone or 
are broken out from the body* of the 
rook. 
Not being disposed to dig, we retraced 
our path, and climbed around to the top 
of the shelving crag above us, and look­ 
ed over the plateau. 
Eastwardly it 
stretches towards Santa Fe, beyond 
which the stony mountains lift their high 
heads. 
On the southwest it opens 
toward the Rio Grande in a measureless 
vista, where earth and sky appear to 
meet. 
A plain, oppressive in its vast­ 
ness, lying in the midst of a stone wil­ 
derness, its sameness relieved by the sol­ 
itary peaks Sandia and Albuquerque.

When prices rule low, they are held for 
an advance, and a buyer must be an 
adept to distinguish the stale eggs from 
the fresh. 
Some eggs keep better than 
others, owing to the state of the shell, 
which is according to the health and 
vigor of the hen.

when fresh is clear and colorless. 
When it has received a faint tinge ut 
color, the egg has begun to spoil and is 
unfit tfl^ be eaten by itself, but will do j 
for cooking pur|H>ses. There is a differ- i 
enco in tho Davor of eggs. 
A turkey 9 j 
egg does not taste like that of a hen, 
duck or goose, but excels them all in 
texture and richness. 
The duck ranks 
next, while the egg of a goose is rather 
strong and not prized for cooking. 
Turkeys' and ducks’ eggs are both su­ 
perior to hens’ eggs for the manufact­ 
ure of custard aud cake. 
They are 
heavier and possess larger yolks. 
The 
difference sometimes noticed in the 
flavor of eggs of different breeds of tile 
common hen arises in a great measure 
from the condition of the egg, whether 
fresli or stale. The richness conies from 
the condition of the fowl.”

add that the food of fowls has to do 
with the quality of eggs, as the food and 
condition of cows has to do with the 
quality of milk.____________

can see the steamers going to aud fro. 
The river at this point is 3f ., miles wide. 
and one-half mile farther down is four 
miles wide; so you see it is considerably 
larger that the Mississippi. The banks 
are lined with live oaks, hickory, &c., 
draped with moss, which renders the 
scenery pleasant. In the rear about ICN) 
rods, is an extensive pine aud live oak 
grove, at the same elevation as on the 
river. This tract is one extensive pla­ 
teau or table land, not a particle of low 
land within two miles. 
It is a remarka­ 
bly fine tract of laud for this country, and 
is conceded as such by old residents. 
Have commenced plowing and 
shall 
commence planting Irish potatoes, beuns, 
peas, beets, cabbage, cucumbers, toma­ 
toes, turnips, &c., this week, for early 
market. 
The thermometer yesterday at noon 
was 72 degrees in the shade; to-day is 
cooler; rained nearly all day—thermom­ 
eter 07 degrees; the temperature is very 
uniform. I urn writing in a room with 
no lire, mid ain not the least cold. My 
thermometer indicates OO degrees. You 
can’t do this North, can you ? Nor eau 
you make gardens, or plant vegetables 
Christmas week, or see uew potatoes in 
the city market for sale; see strawberries 
in blossom; roses iii bloom in front yards; 
orange trees with ripe oranges on; also 
banannas, lemons, Ac. Tile trees are all 
covered with green leaves, and the birds 
are singing. 
I have conversed with some of the tho 
ro d e n ts here, among them General F. 
E. Spinner, who has resided here since 
he left Washington, as Treasurer of U. 
S. He told me yesterday lie had spent 
both summers and winters here, had kept 
a careful record of weather in various 
places, especially North, and he finds the 
highest temperature in summer in North­ 
ern cities, while th** heated term is long­ 
er here. The thermometer iii only one 
instance last summer reached 90 degrees, 
while in Janesville th** same week it was 
IOO Ut KH degrees. The nights in sum­ 
mer ar**, invariably cool, a breeze from 
the ocean, twenty miles distant comes 
up, then the gulf coast ow the other side 
tenners that side of the coast. 
General 
Spinner has a line place near Jackson­ 
ville, and told me he intended spending 
his days here.
